THANKSGIVING AT 
ST. MICHAEL'S 


The special Service for Harvest 
Thanksgiving held in St. Michael & 
All Angels’ Church Sunday evening 
was an inspiring one, the rector deal- 
ing with the deep and more signif- 
icant lessons to be gained from the 
development of the fruits and fulfill- 
ment of the promise— Seed Time and 
Harvest, etc. 

The church was very attractively 
decorated. 

The Rector took as texts,— 
“While earth remaineth, seedtime 
and harvest, and cold and heat, and 
@ay and night shall not cease” and 
“And on the top of the pillars was 
lily work; so was the work of the pil- 
lars finished.” He introduced his topic 
with the history of the Festival of 
Harvest. He told briefly the story of 
the Israelites in Egypt where they 
changed their national characteristic 
from that of nomads with their flocks 
to agriculturalists. With the exodus 
under Moses the whole agricultural in- 
dustry of Egypt was seriously upset. 
This new knowledge was carried to 
the Promised Land where the follow- 
ers were enjoined to keep the Feast 
This Feast was to be a

reminder that the Israelite was to 
guard against forgetfulness of God 
and the easy complacency of pros- 


perity and plenty. 

TheRector said that he did not wish 
to consider the weil known lessons of 
Harvest but urged the people to 
think about them and implement them 
in their lives. Then he went oa to ex- 
plain certain other features of Har- 
vest by choosing three couplets of 
virtues which he said were exlempli- 
fied by it. 

Strength and Beauty, feat- 
ures were early recognised by the Isra- 
elites, were used in the pil’'ars Jachin 
and Boas, which meant “he shall make 
firm” and “In Him is strength” denot- 
ing the strength and stedfastness of 
God as an added extra the lily work 
and pomegranates adorned the chapi- 
ters. These features are found in har- 
vest with the strength of the sun in 
the germination and the rainfall, the 
great strength lying behind the fields 
of grain and their beauty, a thing whi- 
ch because of our humanity we can ap- 
preciate. These two virtues shou'd be 
features of our individual and national 
life. While childhood undoubtedly is 
beautiful in its innocence, there is 
something even more to be regarded 
in the life which comes to the end of 
its days with a strong character, scar- 
red with the struggle victoriously liv- 
ing Christ.. 

The second couplet was that Know: 
ledge and Love. The eternal wisdom 
of God is seen in the ordering of the 
seasons, in His purpose of creation, 
The knowledge given to mankind en- 
ables him partially to understand His 
creator and he realizes that he isa 
God of Love. Harvest shows and re- 
minds us of God’s infinite Wisdom and 
Love and we realize that he is not dis- 
tant from life, 

The final couplet was Interest and 
Happiness. As we view Harvest we 
realize God’s interest in man. The 
world was not created by God and then 
allowed to proceed in its own channels 
without any regard: from its Divine 
Creator. Through His interest in us 
He desires that we should be eternally 
happy. Sin with its attendant suffer- 
ing and the misery are not His will but 
the result of our freedom. He is per- 
sonally interested in us and while He

1800 Christmas Parcels for 
Canadian Soldiers Captured 
at Dieppe.

Every box contained three pairs of 
socks, turtle neck sweater, scarf, bal- 
aclava helmet, underwear, pyjamas, 
shirts, towels, shaving kit, hairbrush 
and comb, three handerchiefs, chew- 
ing gum and a comfort bag containing 
14 items such as soap, tooth brush and 
other toiletries. Every item impreg- 
nated with love and longing from 
those at home which had been stitched 
into the garments and woven into the 
wool knitted by hundreds of kind 
hands in Red Cross groups throughout 
the Dominion, 

In addition to the box of comforts, 
the Canadian Red Cross are providing 
1.800 manacled men with cigarettes 
and foodstuffs. To give the Dieppe 
heroes alone that Christmas cheer has 
set back the Canadian Red Cross more 
than $25,000, but said Scott - “What 
does money count when the happiness 
of those grand is at stake.” 

As the Red Cross workers packed 
those 60,000 articles during the week- 
end the Bishop of Southampton, from 
whose diocese a historic expedition set 
out tor Dieppe, was conducting in that 
famous church, St. Martin,s in the 
fields, under the shadow of Nelson's 
column, a service of remembrance for 
prisoners of war. As the churck, full 
of two thousand prisoners’ relatives, 
knelt in tearful prayer, 30 Re d Cross 
workers were coupling faith and work. 
And as the Bishop prayed - “God be 
with those in enemy prison camps. 
especially, those in chains.” - the first 
carload of cases left Canadian Red 
Cross headquarters for the docks.

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@ Price Ceiling Policy Succeeds—. 
"Let the record speak”, stated Don- 
ald Gordon, chairman of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, in a recent 
address to the Maritime Board of 
Trade in Moncton, New Brunswick, 
incorporating a statistical review of 
the effectiveness of the price ceiling 
policy in his address. Mr Gordon in- 
dicated how the cost of living index 


increased 7.4 per cent in the ten 
months period prior to November 1, 
1941, and was down to 11.0 per cent 


in the ten months following imposit- 
ion of the ceiling policy. Increase in 
the cost of living in the same period 
during the last war was 15.8 per cent. 

Giving specific instances Mr Gordon 


Stated that the food index since the 
price ceiling went into operation 
shows an increase of 2.1 per cent, 


compared to a rise of 24.3 during the 
corresponding period of the last war. 
The price of sirloin steak, up 9.4 per 
cent last November increased 
19.4 per cent in the same period of

similar periods show milk prices held 
at less than 1.0 per cent increase, as 
compared with 9.8 per cent, bread, 
prices, now no increase, then jumped 
30.38 per cent, bacon, 1 per cent in-

@ Simple Styles Save Material— 

New simplified styles of glass con- 
tainers for jams, jellies, pickles and 
marmalade, wi'l now save 3000 tons of 
glass and 100 tons of sheet metal an- 
nually, states the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. Restriction will re- 
duce the number of sizes from 20 to 
10, and eliminate 134 different styles 
of containers. 

The order applies to glass contain- 
ers used in commercial canning, pre- 
serving and food processing indust- 
ries, but not to glass products for sim- 
ilar use in the home. 

Plain round jars, approved 
style, shape and quality, by the admin- 
istrator of glass and glass products 
will be manufactured after the end of 
1942.

Much interest 
has been taken in honey this year be- 
cause of its use as a substitute for 
sugar. 


@ Junior Farm Clubs National

I asked him to tell me more about it. 
I was interested in the technique 
which they had planned to use. The 
manner in which they carried out 
this “search for God.” 

The gist of his reply was not unex- 
pected. They simply organized “hiking 
parties” on Sundays and holidays,sang 
folksongs, generally boisterous ones, 
along the way, talked loudy and unre- 
strained and wound up ina ‘Beer Gar- 
den’ telling questionable stories. He 
admitted readily that it really signi- 
fied a spirit of rebellion against all old 
ustoms and that the “idea of seeking 
God in nature” was either  self-decep- 
tion or pure hypocracy, 

Again I asked: “Is there not a dan- 
ger that such an attitude will lead eith- 
er to revolution or to war?” 

His reply rather astonished me: “Oh 
everybody expects THAT to happen!” 

The earlier part of my life was lived 
in the rugged hinterlands of old Ontar- 
io. Our farm was cut off by a_ river 
which overflowed its banks every spr- 


short period. On such Sundays as we 
| were barred from Church and Sunday 
| School we went into the woods when 
the weather was favourable. Father 
took us and he was a Past Master in 
the art of directing our attentions to 
the beauties of nature and help us to 
feel that God was revealed in this.The 
marvel of the beauty of the insect’s 
or butterfly’s wing; the song of the 
bird, the loveliness of the flower - all 
these proclaimed God’s love to him. 
Then we would sit down and he would 
lead us into God-consciousness. W: 
learned to find beauty in life and _nat- 
ure and this made life a sacred thing. 
Here, too, we found the deeper mea- 
ning and heard God’s voice speak to us 
in the marvels and miracles of nature. 
I began to see nature as one of the ma- 
God Himself. Some- 
thing after the manner of the psalmist 
I began to “considerGod’s handiwork.” 
This deepened my joy and faith in life. 

Better still, 1 began to know how to 
find God. He came to me in quiet, re- 
stful meditation and in the contempla- 
tion if His Handiwork. These things 
are usually negated in our hurried 
nerve-wrecking drives over the coun- 
tryside on Sundays and holidays. 1 
learned the meaning of the Scripture 
which says: “Be STILL and KNOW 
that I am God.” 

And so the loss of gasoline may help 
us to recover the lost art of meditation 
and the strength of character that go- 
es with it. It may help us to restore 
and open up the deeper wells within 
ourselves that have been choked up 
too long. lt may make us once again 
aware that we are God’s children and 
that there can be no other joy so deep 
as the joy Jesus spoke of under the 
shadow of the Cross. We may find a! 
fountain of life so deep no sorrow cou 
ld stop its flow of joy. The joy of hol- 
ding communion with God in our souls, | 
whatever the outward conditions of 
life may be for us. ‘In Quietness sh- 
all be your strength” is still true. 

Next week we will dig deeper into

ther praiseworthy precautions, as Pro- 
testant peoples, to divest ourselves 


of even a semblance of authority on 


the part o fany church over the edu- 
cational system, we have fallen into 
the other danger of separating formal 
education almost completely from re- 
ligious influences. Education, in  be- 
coming secular, has discovered that it 
is non-religious. 

This fact might have passed al- 
most without a protest but for the 
war. In those dark days when Dun- 
kirk had fallen, and the very exist- 
ence of the British people was in hour- 
ly doubt, the feeling grew into pray- 
erful utterance that God was our on- 
ly refuge. The pomp and_ circum- 
stance of life fell into the background 
as utterly insignificant. The enternal 
values stood out as the only real 
things for which man lives, It was of 
this conviction, universally experien- 
ced, that the urge has come to draw 
closer to the verities of religious truth 
and religious experience, Across the 
country in Canada, in the United 
States, and in Britain itself, the dis- 
cussion is going on as to the wisest 
way by which religious teaching can 
be introduced into the schools and 
colleges. The time is ripe for a great 
forward movement. 

Without entering into details as to 
the procedure, one may postulate two 
convictions which should wisely be ob- 
served. The first is that all the 
testant churches and sects, without 
exception, srould combine in this work
